periled a large Turkish army which 
is nowT threatened with being cut off 
from the main Turkish forces, it was 
officially announced today. The Turk­ 
ish army in Persia if retreating be­ 
fore the Russian advance.

Within tivlng remembrance science 
has promulgated a now doctrine as to 
the origin of life called by some the 
theory of evolution.

footsteps of a personal ere»tor. 
in 
the Aral place, can materialism ac­ 
count «ten for vege*able life'* In the 
vory beginning this doctrine meots an 
impa«*able barrier. 
For 
there 
has 
never been any proof brought forward 
to show that the boasted atoms, the 
active causes of all things according 
to materialism, possess any life of 
feeling. 
How then could they, with­ 
out the touch of a living hand, con­ 
struct a living tree or endow the pro­ 
toplasm of animal life with living sen­ 
sation? 
Or absurdity of ubsurditlea, 
account for though, love, loyalty or 
friendship, manN crowning glory? 
Again, in assuming the animation 
of the first prolucts of protoplasm the 
materialist falls back 
on 
imagina­ 
tion. For the so-called atoms, gener­ 
ally supposed to be infinitely small 
particles of matter, are found in cer­ 
tain chemical changes to occupy the 
same space at the same time; hence 
atoms are dissolvable, as the case of 
merely creatures 
of 
fqney. 
Also, 
atoms are dissotvible, as the case of 
the diamond into hydrogen gas; hence 
they have no stability, and Instead of 
being the active causes of all things, 
would seem to be mere forma used 
like tools, by an infinite will. These 
and endless objections might be urged 
against the materialistic constructions 
that have been put on tbe theory of 
evolution, all of which were known to 
thinkers prior to the announcement of 
the doctrine of evolution. 
But never­ 
theless. two continents were darkened 
by materialistic thought, 
for 
years 
thereafter and even to this day, most­ 
ly because 
religious 
people 
stood 
apart quarrelling while such men as 
Huxcy, Spencer and 
Tyndall made 
haste to recognise the new doctrine 
and to appropriate it to their destruc­ 
tive purposes.
